Calvin W. Price, 76, editor and' 
publisher of the Pocahontas Times, ! 
mid one of West Virginia's most wide- 

ly known newspapennen, died un¬ 
expectedly at his home in Marlin ton 
Friday, June 14, 1957. He was born 1 
in Rockingham County, Va„ a son 

of the late Dr. and Mrs. William T. 
Price. His father was a Presbyterian 
minister, who moved to Pocahontas 
County when this son was a mere 
lad. At the age of 15, he became 
an apprentice on the Pocahontas j 
Times, and four years later a part¬ 
ner, and became the sole owner in 
1906. Besides being one of this 
state’s most widely known editors, an 
honorary doctorate was conferred on 

him several years ago by West Vir-[ 

ginia University, and in recognition 

of his great zeal for nature, wild-1 
life and censervation, a State Forest | 
in Pocahontas and Greenbrier conn- ] 
ties was named for him.
